“T was always taught to stand up 
to bullies and I feel like I am being 
bullied now. 

“The parking wardens around 
here are very heavy-handed and 
while I don’t have a problem with 


them booking people on double 
yellows, why wasn’t the Mayor 
booked? All I want is a level 
playing field.” 

The dad-of-one added: “Custom- 
ers loved it when the notice ban- 
ning wardens went up. They saw it 
as someone fighting back.” 

Mike — who has run his chippy 
from the stall in the Tommyfield 
outdoor market in Oldham, Lancs, 
for four years - declared a tempo- 
rary truce yesterday and took 
down the sign. 

But he has insisted market boss- 
es give reasons in writing why he 
cannot refuse to serve wardens. He 


said: "Apparently the rules say 
that we cannot discriminate 
against any group of people, 
including traffic wardens. 

"The alternative to taking the 
sign down was losing my stall."

This is the third time the prince has been 
taken to court over these accusations. In 
the first instance he was given a suspend- 
ed prison sentence but neither the prose- 
cution nor his lawyers were satisfied. 

A lawyer says if he is found guilty of 
harming any of the complainants he 
could face up to 10 years in prison. 

The prince would not comment on the 
forthcoming trial.
